They be Bermaids, who 
tothe end to pꝛocute veut ut ipwꝛache do with 
their pleaſant ſongs ſeeke to ui you on Tape, 
but with Vliiies ſtop your eares, and with the 
Tropans cloſe pour eyes againſt this Helcin 


- whom they bzing into this country to bury vs 
vp in p ruines therof. Let vs in this diſcourſe 


conſider the fruites of couetouſncſſe and ambi⸗ 
tion, the one pꝛoceding ſofarre oh hozrible as | 
mong CTh;ithans as to marther his own bꝛo⸗ 
ther, how Catholike ſo euer, the other to en- 
fringe his vowed faith to his pꝛince and to im⸗ 
bꝛe m his hands in the blod of his fellow citi- 
zens, and bath togither to ent ich themſclues 
with the (poile of their countrie- By this cr s 
ample let vs iudge what elſe we may hope foz 
of theſe refozmers, ſaving that hauing begun 
with the pzoteſtants they will ende with our 
ſelues, oz rather that as this Conſul beganne 
with the welthieſt catholick s, ſo wil they p20» 
cd with ſuch as among vs ſhalbe of beſt hai 
bilitte: yea, who ſhalbe ſafe when the one b20- 
ther ſpareth not the other: and ith they begin 
with the Catholicks, yea with the king him 
ſcife, whoſe townes t treaſure they daily ſeaze 


vppon whether hall we hope foz better? The 
Pꝛoteſtants gods are not ſufficient to fill the 
bꝛoken bags oz quench the inſatiable thirſtof 
theſe comozants and this do not the chiſeſt a⸗ 
mong them conceale, who do account of this 
realme as of a boity, tothe end aſter the cram- 
ple of Silla tocrhibite our gods top moſt giuer. 
{fat the beginning of this banquet where to 
theſe craftie victioners doc enutte vs, they let 
befo2e vs ſuch wine, what ſal we loke fozun 
the ni1dlt, 02 at the ende? Let the rich men at 
the beginning account theſelues pꝛoteſtanta, 
fo: their faire houſes, gods, and lands are ſo 
already, 4 by this tpzants letters We ſ&@ what 
the poꝛe country men are to leak foz:Zpzants 
ſaith Diogmes doe ble their fauozites as bot» 
tles, they hang vp the full and caſt of the em⸗ 
ptie. If then they ſpare not thoſe, what will 
they do with the reſt? Doth not Antragues bes 
gin to erpell the richeſt Catholikes out of Or- 
leans to the end to ſeaze vpon their gods? An- 


tiſthenes did very truly accoſit tyzants wozſe 
then tozmenters, fo theſe put onely offenders 
to death, the others ſpare not 3 innocent. om 
happy therefoze are thoſe whom other mens 
har mes can make to beware. Finally I pzap' 


you a little with me to tap vpon the diligent! 
conſideration of the wonderfull d 
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this poꝛe towne, togither W many god people 
in the lame. The tyʒant hath the lo relle: the 
pꝛoteſtantes ate chained vp in dongeons, the 
reſt ſometime ſhut vp in their houſcs, ſonitime 
beſieged in the towne houſc, and lom time nas 7 
ned among his weapons: hee hath his power 
vpon both ſea and land. All this not withſtan- 
ding, God who ſhe weth bis ſtrength in our 
weakenelle, & pꝛeſetueth the weake from the 
tyons iawes,and in the firp furnace-hath fred 
all god men, and kept this place being of ſo 
great impoztance to his maieſtp. The tp2ants 

heart falleth him at his moſt neede: the Koꝛde 
depꝛiueth bim of his ſenſes, and he bandoneth 
his tiranny without anp ſtroke ſtroken. one 
is moze coward than a tyꝛant. God the eſta⸗ 
bliſher of kings doth pꝛeſerue them and their 
eſtates, and although ſomtimes he affl;ceth 
the with the rebellions of their neareſt friends 
as he did Dauid, ſo that he bꝛingeth them low 
as he did Manaſſes and Nabuchadonoꝛet, pet 
doth he afterward deliner and raiſe them vp a⸗ 
gaine, We ſe the (mal continuance of this ty- 
ranny, which laſted but 45,hourcs: hardly did 
this ty2ant giuc his ſubieces time to eate 02 
dꝛink, ſo ſhoꝛt was this blody tragedic. Theſe 
were violent ozmes, and (one onerblowne. 
This confpiracle w was no ſoner ſpzong mu but

it withered again: Chis is an example of gods 
iudg:ments,fo; ſaith the Apoſtte, Who ſo te- 
litketh the power, reſiſteth the ordinance of 
( 20d, and who lo reſiſteth Gods 02dinance do 
dꝛab his curſſe vppon them. Theſe be the ty- 


rants which warre againſt Cod, and againſt 


whom he ſhoteth the darts of his wꝛath: Da- 
uid (hall neuer want power and courage to 


purſge ſuch Abſalons, neither doth France 


want tres to hang them vppon, as was this 


Conſull. France is pet ſufficiently ſfozed of 
true and natural frenchmen,both willing and 


able to deliuer her from thoſe that haue (wozn 
her de ſtruction. To conclude, thoſe that haue 
beene.ſeduced will reclaime themſelues e ſuch | 
god and honozable perſonages, as hitherto 
bane kept their houſes , not fox feare, but ex⸗ 
pecting his maieſties commaundement 
will take the fields to the end alto- ⸗
